Japan which is try- 
ing to make good its scarcity of coal 
by the installation of water power, 
stands third, The other countries 
follow a long way behind, Rela- 
tively speaking the existing water 
power is ‘being utilised to the high- 
est degrec—21%—by Europe. The 
various countries follow each other 
in approximately the following 
order: Germany, Italy, Great Bri- 
tain, France, Spain, Switzerland 
and Scandinavia, One ought. to 
bear in mind in this connection, 
that the high rate of utilisation in 
many of these countries is not 80 
much a sign of technical progress, 
as of a scarity of water power re- 
sources, .

The .supreme argu- 
ment in favour of musical appre- 
clation, he said, was. that they got 
from music, as they got from life 
itself, just, as. much and no more 
than they put into it. For in- 
stance, the people who turned on 
their wireless sefs at mid-day and 
kept them going until midnight 
did: so not from any appreciation 
of music, but because they liked a 
continuous noise as a backyround 
to thefr other. occupations. Music 
had become to them.a drug, a kind 
of “audible tobacco,” and,-like all 
‘|heavy smokers, such people tend- 
ed to stick to “gaspers,” and to 
eschew the more aromatic flavours. 
(Laughter. ) 

. Dealing with what’ he describ- 
ed as “biographical listening,” Mr. 
Howes snid if they were to realise 
fully every composer's point of.
